When Hives Are Badly Affected 
It Does Not Pay to 
Try to Cure. 


As is well known to some beekeepers, 
there is a fell disease know n as foul 
brood, th a t not only kills the stock of 
bees in which it effects a lodgm ent b u t 
eventually it spreads to the whole 
apiary, and often over a large d istrict, 
causing great loss not only to bee* 
keepers but to fru it grow ers as well. 
This bee pest has been allowed to 
continue its ravages except by the gen­ 
eral advancem ent of knowledge am ong 
beekeepers. 
But, as w ith all 
other 
things, a g reat deal of prejudice still 
exists ag ain st the 
adoption 
of 
new 
methods. 
E xperts should be em pow ered to v isit 
apiaries and exam ine th a bees therein, 
and if foul brood is discovered th e ex­ 
pert-should have pow er to destroy the 
hive and appliances connected th ere­ 
w ith in w hich the foul brood has been 
found. 
Foul brood is a germ disease. 
It is 
a m icro-organism —th a t m eans th a t it 
can be seen singly under the lens of 
a microscope. 
It so rapidly increases 
th a t tw o generations are produced well 
w ithin an hour. T hus each p aren t pro­ 
duces well over 300 in a week, and as 
each daughter and heir of his follows 
on the sam e rate the num ber a t th e 
end of the week is p retty large and in 
the aggregate the effect is visible to 
the naked eye. 
W hen they have eaten everything 
they can eat these" germ s tu rn into 
spores. In this form they will resist 
everything w ith the exception of fire. 
There they lie dorm ant as a severe 
sleeper, suffering from neither hunger 
nor thirst, nor even n atu ral decay, until 
they find them selves tran sferred to the 
necessary propagating m edium . 
T hen 
they w ake and are m ore active th an 
ever, seem ingly out of pure cussedness. . 
W hen the 
breeding 
season fairly I 
sta rts the hives on being opened out 
will disclose the young brood of the 
bees to be as w hite as pearl if healthy 
and turned round head and tail to form 
the capital letter C. 
On the 
other 
hand, if the brood is seen stretched out 
nearly straig h t and of a yellow color or 
into a dark brow n scale-like film m ake 
up your mind th at som ething is wrong. 
F u rth er 
exam ination 
will 
disclose v 
dark cappings, m ore or less m isform ed 
and lacking the beautiful regularity of 
the kind beloved by apiarians. 
The m ature bees don’t care to re ­ 
move foul brood, but they will clear 
out chilled brood. T his is usually gray 
a t first, and then turns black, w hereas 
foul brood Is dark brown, or, in the 
earlier stages, yellow. 
If foul brood is 
there don't attem pt to open another 
stock, but m ake preparations to 
kill 
this one rig h t aw ay. 
F irst get some turpentine and throw 
it over the combs. 
T his kills the bees 
nearly painlessly, and then m ake a 
bonfire of lime and everything. 
Don’t 
try to cure; even experts fail in this, 
-and if they do w hat will be the resu lt 
w ith a laym an?—W. R. Gilbert.

H ave trees and have them in 
abundance, but set them in clum ps fa r 
to one side or the rear.
